TJ'OR a nice occasion try this: 
Coronado 
Bavarian 
Cream.— 
Soak two ounces of gelatin in cold 
water. 
Take one quart of ripe 
strawberries, crush and mix with 
one pound of powdered sugar. Beat 
three cupfuls of double cream stiff. 
Add the dissolved gelatin to the 
crushed fruit, then stir until the 
mixture is set. 
Mix lightly with 
the whipped cream, fill the molds 
and set on Ice to harden. 
When 
ready to serve, dip the molds an in­ 
stant in hot water to unmold. Deco­ 
rate 
with 
whipped 
cream 
and 
shapely berries. 
Scotch Short Bread.—Weigh two 
pounds of bread flour, one pound of 
butter and one and one-half pounds 
of sugar. Sift the flour and set the 
pan In the oven to warm slightly, 
stirring to expose It to the heat 
evenly. 
Cream the butter mtil It 
Is waxy; add the sugar gradually, 
beating until the whole Is well 
mixed. Use the hands to mix, add­ 
ing the flour, squeezing and knead­ 
ing until the Ingredients are well- 
mixed. 
The better the mixing the 
finer the bread. Lay the dough on 
a lightly-floured molding board and 
press out the mixture with the 
hands Into a sheet one-half Inch 
thick. 
Do not use the rolling pin 
or add any more flour. 
Heat a 
sharp knife and cut Into squares or 
oblongs, or bake In a sheet, prick­ 
ing it well with a fork. Bake in a 
moderate oven until brown. 
Cherry Betty.—Take fresh ripe 
cherries and well-buttered crumbs; 
put a layer of cherries, then of su­ 
gar and crumbs; repeat until the 
dish is full. 
Bake until the cher­ 
ries are well done. 
Serve with a 
hard sauce. 
Clabbered Milk.— This Is a whole­ 
some dainty which, once tried, will 
be often served. Set away a pan of 
good fresh milk with all the cream 
left on it, to become clabbered, or 
thick.

or. If that delicacy cannot be ob­ 
tained, the brown sugar will do.
